REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY 

MARY  WASHINGTON  ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION

October  4,  1952 

During  the  spring  and  summer  I  worked  on  hourly  basis,  but  on 
September  1,  I  began  full  time  work. 

I  worked  with  the  graduates  of  1952  and  was  successful  in  getting 
26  to  join,  12  of  which  started  lifetime  payment.  All  of  them  joined 
in  the  Alma  Mater  ceremony  we  had  at  graduation  in  front  of  Ball 
Hall  and  promised  to  send  their  dues.  Mrs.  Inez  Matthews  welcomed 
them  into  the  Association.  Some  of  them  have  joined  since  and  I  feel 
others  will  as  soon  as  they  are  financially  able. 

I  have  added  to  our  mailing  list  529  names  or  changes  of  addresses. 
I  am  still  working  with  the  addressograph  plates  in  correcting  addresses 
and  arranging  them  by  states  and  cities.

Our  high  stepping  majorettes  led  the  MWC  band  to  first  place  in 
the  Rescue  Squad  Parade  held  in  Fredericksburg  on  October  2.  The 
occasion  was  the  annual  convention  of  Virginia  Rescue  Squads  and  a 
trophy  was  presented  the  band  at  the  dinner  held  that  night. 

The  56-piece  all-girl  band  will  participate  in  similar  parades  during 
the  year,  among  which  events  will  be  the  Dog  Mart  in  Fredericksburg, 
the  AAA  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  the  Tobacco  Festival  and  Toy 
Parades  in  Richmond. 


ENROLLMENT  TOPS  REGISTRATION 
FIGURES  FOR  PAST  TWO  YEARS 

A  student  enrollment  of  over  1,380  tops  the  figures  for  the  past 
two  years  due  mainly  to  a  freshman  class  of  more  than  600.  Peak  en- 
rollment was  in  1946  and  this  year's  figures  are  three  times  as  large 
as  the  1929  figure.

PRESIDENT  COMBS'  TENURE  CHANGES 
FACE  OF  MWC 

Mary  Washington  College  is  somewhat  like  a  little  step-child  in 
pigtails  that  suddenly  has  blossomed  overnight  into  "sweet  sixteen." 

This  year  the  weary  parent  is  forced  to  stop  and  look  twice,  be- 
cause at  one  end  of  the  campus  stands  a  newly  completed  Fine  Arts 
Center  with  curving  colonnades  stretching  back  to  the  wings.  In  the 
center  of  the  campus  a  mammoth  new  Student  Activities  Building  is 
nearing  completion  and  farther  up  Campus  Drive  a  twin  set  of  new 
dormitories  is  scheduled  to  follow  next  year. 

All  of  this  represents  about  $2%  million  in  new  construction  fin- 
ished or  in  the  works.  Back  in  1928  the  college  included  only  three 
buildings;  Monroe,  Willard  and  part  of  the  present  Virginia  Hall.   The 


campus  covered  60  acres  and  the  total  assessed  valuation  was  $500,- 
000.00.  Today  the  college  grounds  cover  381  acres  and  the  assets  in 
buildings  have  been  estimated  at  $25  million. 

All  this  growth  has  been  President  Morgan  L.  Combs'  work  and 
he  is  now  trying  to  get  an  appropriation  for  a  new  science  building, 
although  that  will  be  a  year  or  two  off  yet.  He  also  has  plans  for  a 
chapel  and  a  carillon,  but  President  Combs  feels  the  basic  needs  of 
the  college  would  be  complete  with  the  science  building.  He  hopes  that 
by  May  he  can  finish  landscaping  the  Fine  Arts  Center  and  Student 
Activities  Building  for  a  dedication  ceremony  that  should  be  worthy 
of  an  occasion. 


10,000  SAUCERS  FLY  AT  SEACOBECK  HALL! 

Food  Service  Director  Robison  describes  his  star-shaped  dining 
hall  as  a  "dietician's  dream."  The  building  is  equipped  with  five  large 
dining  rooms,  a  lounge,  an  ice  plant,  four  cold  storage  rooms,  spacious 
kitchen,  an  incinerator  and  elevator.  Approximately  10,000  plates  and 
dishes  and  more  than  9,000  pieces  of  silverwear  is  included  in  the 
equipment,  30  persons  are  hired  on  a  full-time  basis  and  an  additional 
85  students  are  employed  as  waitresses.  Four  bakers  work  in  the  cook 
shop,  turning  out  140  dozen  hot  rolls  a  meal  and  125  pies  when  they're 
the  dessert  of  the  day. 


COURSES  RUN  FROM  MEDIEVAL  TO  ATOMIC 

Although  previous  student  bodies  at  Mary  Washington  drew  up 
their  courses  of  studies  from  over  300  subjects,  officials  have  enlarged 
the  list  to  include  subjects  as  divergent  as  atomic  physics  and  Medieval 
Latin. 

Young  women  at  MWC  actually  are  not  going  to  start  splitting 
any  atoms  but  the  atomic  physics  course  will  get  them  started  in  that 
direction.    Prof.  Grover  P.  Burns  is  instructor. 

Dr.  Kurk  Leidecker,  just  back  from  a  year's  study  in  Asia,  will 
teach  the  first  class  in  Oriental  philosophy,  giving  the  student  a  chance 
to  compare  thought  of  India,  China  and  Japan  with  that  of  the  West. 

Completion  of  the  new  Fine  Arts  building  is  enabling  the  college 
to  teach  its  first  class  in  ceramics  also.  A  fully  equipped  studio  has 
been  built  and  Mrs.  Elena  Krupenski,  a  graduate  of  the  Academy  of 
Art  at  St.  Petersburg,  Russia,  is  teaching  this  course. 

Because  college  officials  felt  a  women's  school  should  remember 
the  domestic  side  of  life,  the  Home  Economics  department  is  re- 
instituting  courses  in  tailoring,  dress  design  and  household  equipment. 


COLLEGE  WILL  BE  HOST  FOR  GRAND 
NATIONAL  FORENSIC 

Student  orators  from  some  40  colleges  and  universities  across  the 
nation  will  gather  April  1-5,  1953  at  MWC  for  the  annual  Grand 
National  Forensic  Tournament.  More  than  150  students  participated 
last  spring,  coming  from  as  far  away  as  Maine,  South  Dakota  and 
Kansas. 

Dr.  Warren  Keith,  director  of  Admissions,  also  directs  the  tourney 
which  is  sponsored  by  the  Strawberry  Leaf  Society,  whose  grand 
president  is  Anna  May  Wheeler,  a  senior  from  Norfolk,  Va. 


NEWS  OF  '52s 


Among  the  graduates  of  1952,  64'  are  teaching,  15  are  engaged  in 
welfare  and  hospital  work;  5  employed  by  the  U.  S.  and  State  gov- 
ernments; 9  are  doing  secretarial-clerical  work  with  private  industries, 
three  are  in  specialized  fields  and  one  is  an  accountant.
